of a 50-year-old Ukrainian anti-Commu- 
nist named Stefan Bandera was discov- 
ered in his Munich home, slumped across 
the stairs, dead. It looked like a heart 
attack, but an autopsy showed Bandera 
had been poisoned with cyanide. 

Well aware that Bandera was the 
chief of a Ukrainian “Insurgent Army” 
that hoped, one day, te invade Russia, 
his German friends assumed his assassi- 
nation had been ordered in Moscow. 
But until last week no one could be sure. 
Then the West Germans announced that 
a former Russian citizen had surrendered 
to the police.

Assassin Stashinsky: Poison gun Bogdan N. Stashinsky. His) employer: 
The Kremlin. Tlimself a Ukrainian, 
Stashinsky had murdered his victim w ith 
: a a specially” Duilt_squirt_ gun that fired a7 
spray of vaporized cyanic cyanide at such highs 
pressure th that it penctrated the skin, kil 
ing in instantly and leavi ving no mark on the 
corpse, As a reward, Stashinsky claimed 
iS have been decorated with the Order 
of the Red Banner by the boss of Rus- 
sia’s secret-police. 

Why. did Stashinsky surrender? 

His own story is that his wife per- 
suaded him to. Mrs. Stashinsky, an East 
German girl, disliked living in Moscow. 
When she became pregnant, the secret 
police allowed her to =» home to East 
Berlin to have her baby. The baby died 
last Aug. 8 and, in despair, the Stashin- 
skys fled West just before the border 
was closed on Aug. 18.

As you reclize, our interest in the cose is in connection with 
the ARTICHOKE-type activity carried out by opperently the militery 
4n connection with this case. We hive telked to md also 25X1A 
to our sources here, but vo heve been unchle to come up 2 any ine 
form:.tion concerning this perticular activity or the individule 
purticipsting in it in ny wey. [is convinced that the drug = 25X1A 
ia not the Pel. but ia possibly an umphetcmine type. 


We thirkth:t throuch your sources, ond particularly your interest 
inthe Agente:se, you might be uble to obt:in tecimical inform-tion 
in this connection. While it 1s recognized thot extreme care must 
be used in seeking thia information since the ccbles «lL indicate 
this is most sensitive und our sources on ths scene mist not be ex» 
posed, we nevertheless believe that some sort of inquiry could be 
mide so thet we could subsequently lecrn the nsture of the drugs 
used und the techniques. 


If the technical reports ccnnot be obtained or ct least a resume 
of these reports, perhaps the n:mes of the p-erticipating persomel 
eould be obtcined and we could exemine them to see if we hed eny point 
of contact. 


We ore most croclous to lesorn the nuture of this operation, pare 
ticulcrly since there ws some success inile:ted cnd the Army cpporently 
is considering using it ~orldeidde, which es you recall is in direct 
contrast to their previously stated positions on using chemicels in 
connection with interrogntion.

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Further information on the Security Office position is 
that Security has felt that the use of érucs uncer any cire 
cunstances is danzerous and that such use should only be made 
after it, has teen clearly determined that other neans of 
obtaining the information are unsuccessful, The Security 
epproach to the problem is as follows, 


1, ARTICHOXR techniques involving the use of any tvpe 
arugs should only be undertaken after it has been determined 
that the action 4s necessary in the Netional interest and its 
use outweighs the inherent dangers involved, 


2. The consideration of the use of ARTICHOPS -techniques | 
should first be considered from the standnoint eof the locale: 
of the operation, the political climate of the reocpashical 
area involved, the dancers of vublicity, the avail-bility of 
facilities for carrying out the operation, and whether reasonable 
security can be expscted in the course of the operation, 


3. Faving satisfied the above elements, Security feels 
that the technique to be used and the drug to te emnloyed is 
a decision arrived at tased on the peculiar circumstances of 
each case consicering the health of the individual, the 
availability of the individual to the opposition after the 
operation, the personal characteristics of the individual, 
and the nature of the infornation to be obtained, The seleo- 
tion of the drug to be used has always been at the determina 
tion of the Medical Division, 


4. The above considerations havins been mat, Security 
then insists upon a hichly organized and carefully controlled 
operation to carry out the ARTICHOXF Mission with authority 
granted to the ARTICIOK" Team for (a) the Yedfeal Cfficer to 
stop the operatien if 1t appears warrented from a medical 
standpoint and (b) Security to Stop the operation if 1t appears 
there are uncontrollable security developments.

In the actual use of drugs or chemicals for interrogation purposes certain 
elements have always been considered by the Office of Security. Among these are 
the following: 

1. The Security Office will undertaxe ARTICHOKE if the national interest 
overweighs the inherent dangers involved, the chance of unfavorable publicity, 
or that the end results cannot be acheived by other more standard means.

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2. The Security Office, in carrying out ARTICHOKE, acts only if 
a decision to interrogate under drugs is agreed on by all interested parties, 
Peele if Medica _ concurren and finally full approval has been given 
by Chief, Ops. 
3. Every element has been considered before ARTICHOKE is carried out. 
. Every element is.very carefully weighed-and the chances of-success are: studied 
~carefully. The locale of the operation is studied, the political environment 
of the area is considered. The chances of publicity, the available facilities 
for the operation, the general security of the operation in every aspect. 
The question of whether or not the individual will have knowledge of the 
ARTICHOKE operation after it has been coupleted and the ultimate disposition 
of the individual. Ait-are.weighed before ARTICHOKE. is. carried gute 
The Security Office has not determined what drug whall be used, but has. 
accepted the advice of the Medical Division in each case. The problem of exactly 
what information is desired is also studied to determine whether or not a particu- 
lar drug is most suitable and again this has been left to the Medical Division, 
although the Security Office iff informed of most drugs and chemicals in this area. 
Even hypnosis has not been attempted except if- cooperation with the Medical Officers 
present and with their guidance and assistance, As stated previously, always the 
physical and mental sonal ion of the Subject has been carefully studied prior to 
the actual use of ARTICHOKE. 
It is the specific policy of the Security Office that ARTICHOKE will only be 
used under very highly controlled circumstances with every element studied and with 
every weakness guarded against and when possible withall chances of unfortunate 


; accidents or publicity are eliminated. 
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The Security Office believes that a conference again setting out responsi- 
bilities and safe guards in connection with the use of drugs or chemicals or any 
other element in unconventional interrogation is a good idea. The Security Office 
believes at this time all current information should be disclosed and all knowledge 


of new chemicals, new drugs, new techniques or ideas should be discussed and 


studied.

SUBJECT: ARTICHOKE; Restatement of Program 


1. Reference is made to attached SO memorandum dated 
21 November 1952 addressed to the Assistant Director, OSI; 
Chief, Medical Staff; and Chief, OTS, the subject, "Project 
ARTICHOKE." 


Le Reference is also made to the informal conference 
held Thursday, 9 July 1953 with[ 25X1A 
nd the writer present. 


3. At the above-mentioned conference held 9 July 1953, 
Colonel Edwards stated he felt in view of the expanding work 
being carried out in all fields in the ARTICHOKE program and 
with the constantly enlarging numbers of contacts and consult 
ants and the imminent possibility of experimental. work being 
undertaken both in the United States and overseas, it would be 
well to redefine the specific interests and activities of all 
those working with the Project ARTICHOKE and bring up to date 
and set out for examination the present and future plans of 
each group engaged in this work. Colonel Edwards said he felt 
that in order to prevent duplication of effort and to increase 
and stimulate interest and activity on behalf of ARTICIOKE, 
and particularly to bend every effort to find new methods, new 
techniques, new chemicals, etc. which would work to the benefit 
of this Agency, all parties interested should re-examine their 
work and understand clearly how each group would work with and 
support the activities of the others involved in the ARTICHOKE 
program. 


4. The basic memorandum referred to im Paragraph 1 above 
very clearly sets forth in general terms the responsibilities of 
the Medical Staff, of OTS, OSI and of M in conmection with the 
ARTICHOKE program. This memorandum also affixes and assigns in 
general terms the various responsibilities of the participating 
groups and affirms that these responsibilities had been concurred 

- in previously in a staff study dated 29 August 1952.

Colonel Edwards further stated in the above-mentioned 


conference that there were many places where responsibilities 
would lie jointly between various participating groups and there 
would: be a great deal of overlapping since it appeared obvious 
the field was tremendous and the effort now covered so many 
diverse activities.

Arrange for the exchange of information concerning ARTICHOKE 
techniques and research and development among those elements 
primarily concerned as OSI, TSS, Medical Division, DDP and 
ve cuEa ey Office. ;

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4. Conduct authorized liaison with other components of govern- 
ment in the ARTICHOKE field and arrange for liaison 
responsibility through the Agency component having the 
most pertinent interest in new projects or activities in 
other departments having bearing on the overall ARTICHOKE 
project. , 


7, It should be recognized that there are many facets of pos- 
sible ARTICHOKE interest which have never been adequately explored 
from the standpoint operational ARTICHOKE use. TSS and the Medical 
Division will be expected, from the framework of their capabilities, 
to conduct the basic research as to whether or not such elements have 
any possible application to operational use for ARTICHOKE purposes. 

The introduction of new ideas and new techniques are the responsibility . 
of all components concerned and should be presented by each component 
with as much background material as is possible. In this capacity 

the Security Office will maintain contact and liaison with scientific 
and technical specialists in these fields for the basic development of 
ideas and the suggestions of new means for possible use in ARTICHOKE. 
Such action will be conducted in full coordination with the other 
interested components to insure that there is no duplication of effort.

1. Reference is made to memorandum dated 26 November 1952 addressed 
to AD/OSI; Chief, Medical Staff; and Chief, OTS from Security Officer, 
CIA, subject "Project ARTICHOKE." 

2. In accordance with discussions at the July and August ARTICHOKE 
meetings, it is felt that a restatement of the eims of ARTICHOKE is 
essential at this time, together with a re-definition of the functions of 
the ARTICHOKE participants. Also included in this restatement will be 
certain additions to principles steted in above-meritioned memorandun. 
that have been agreed on in meetings of ARTICHOKE representatives during 
the past several months:

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SUBJECT: The use of Drugs or Chemicals in Unconventional Interrogation 


For a number of years prior to 1952 the uso of druzs er chesicals (truth 
aan) in unconventional interrogation was studied by the Ofrice of Security, 
generally speakinz, acting in cooperation with OSI, who prior to 1952 was the 
coordinating point of this type of ectivity within the Arency. Drugs end 
hypnosis were experimentally tried by the Office of Security as early as 1919-50 
by an SO Tean under a eodeut then k-own as ALULSIRD and as early as 1951 actuzlly 
interrovations in usin: druzs were conducted by a combine: toan of Sec rity Cffice 
and Medieal Division personn:1. In 1752, uhen operational control of the soecalic” 
Ac TICHCER work was passed to the Security Office, dru-:s were used in a number of 
cases at all times supported by the Medical Division, all, under the soecalled 

ARTICHOKE Pro“rame This type of interro ation has boen carried on at rare intere= 
vals up until 1956 (?) with a nucber of ee reece from the field for AXTICUGKE 
interrogation being presented to Security in 1957, although no actual work was 
done durin: that year. 

In all of the above ARTICHOKE cases the use of the drug or chenical (excent 
in certain expetiuental work with the U.S. Navy in Sewmany) the dru.-s or chemicals 
involved were determined by the Medical Division ami the Nedical officers present 
during actyal ARTICUCK: overations. -The drug deterzined unon was oe c.osen 
UF the nedieal persocinel after very careful study af the subject's physical and 
mental condition and with all Security provisiows sctisiicd. axTIc GKS to date, 
while familiar with the LSD-25 (a lysercice acid derivative and referred to as Pxl) 
hes not been used in intorro ection work involvin: actual cases. ~ecurityy lowever, 
is familicr with at least some of the Pel ee ee work carried on by TSS, 


although Security has not been briefed on any new discoveries cr techniques, par-

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been stated many tines previously in that under ARTICHOKE docunents they were 
charzed with the responsibility of carrying out in operational use unconventional 
interrozations involving drugs and chemicals. Security further has held that 
any use of the drugs or chemicals in interrogatien is danzercus end the} only 
with full cooperation, knowledge, consent and with the actual physical handling 
of the drug by medical cfficers did the ANTICUCKL techniques be used. ‘the 
Security office has always considered that TSS had a reserve resvonsibility in 
this con ection not only for the discovery of new snterial for use in ANiiOJ0Kd 
but for new techniques and nev ideas in this connection. The Security Office 
also felt taunt it was the resncnsibility of -CSI to very carefully sereen all 
intellivzence material, scientific data in forcign countries,-etc., for new 

' technicues, new drugs, or access of druzs or chentcalecdn comnection with inter- 
rorvations. 

For the record it should be noted that the term new druvs or chemicals has 
never been defined, nor has there been any but "informal" reportins in connection 
with research on new drugs or chemicals or new techniques. Further the Security 
Gifice has never engaged in experimental work almme these lines except in a 
general sense in the field of hypnosis, plus some general study in the area of 
new drugs and chemicals for information purposes only. 

In the actual use of druss or chesicals for interrozation nurcoses certain 
elenents have alweys been considered by the Office of Security. Emonz toese aré 
the followinst 

le The Security Office will undertake AITICOKE if the national interest 
overweiszhs the inherent dansers involved, the chance of untaverable puslic.” ; 
or that the end results cannot be acheived by other more standard meanse 
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2. The Security Office, in carrying out APTICHOKE, acts only if 
a decision to interrogate under drugs is agreed on by all interested vcarties, 
4f Medical coneurrence is obtained and finally full asproval has been riven 
bo Chief, Ops. 

3. Every element has been considered before AMTICHOKE is carried out. 
Every elenent is very carefully weighed and the chances of success are studiec 
carefully. The locale of the operation is studied, the political environnen? 

ae the area is considered. The chances of publicity, the availaple facilitics 
for the operation, the general security of the operation in every aspect. 
the. question of whether or not the individual will have knowledse of the 
ALPICEOKE operation after it has beer com: leted and the ultimate disposition 
of the individual. All are weighed before ANTICHOLE is carried out. 


The Security OrZice has not determined what drug shall be used, but has 
accepted the advice of the Medical Tivision in each case. The problem of exactly 
what information is desired is also studied to determine whether or not a varticu- 
lar drug is most suitable and acain this has been lett to the Medical Division, 
although the Security Office in informed of most drugs and chemicals in this area. 
Even hypnosis hss not been attempted except in cooperation with the Nedicesl Officers 
present and with their guidance and assistance. As stated previously, always the 
physical and mental condition of the Subject has been carefully studied prior to 
the actual use of ARTICHOKE. 

It is the sneciiie policy of the iecurity C:fice that ARTICHOKE will only be 
used under very highly controlled circumstances ath every element studied and +" 
every. weakness ruarded against and when possible withall chances of unfortunate 
accidents or publicity are elinin ted.

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The Security Oivice believes thet a conference asain setting cut resconsi- 
bilities end safe cuards in connection with the use of drugs or chemicals or any 
other element in unconventional interropation is a good idea. Th Security Cffice 
believes at this time all current information should be disclosed and all ‘c.owled’e 


of new chemicals, new drugs, new techniques or ideas should be discussed and 


studied. 
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
